According to housing authority 
member, Bill Strob, this is the 
fourth such leak at the elderly 
housing complex in the past year. 
Members have already replaced 
similar leaking pipes with copper 
ones at an approximate cost of 
$10,000. 

“There will be more (leaks),” 
predicted Strob, as he explained, 
once one pipe is replaced and the 
area is sealed up pressure builds 


any contaminants.

Environmental report 
will be required

A full Environmental Impact 
Report (EIR) is required on the 
22.5 acre site proposed for the 
Wilmington Aboretum Apartment 
complex, The decision was handed 
down July 24 by James Hoyte, 
secretary of the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs, following a 
flurry of letters demanding the 
report from residents, town 
boards, and the envjronmental 
consulting firm IEP. 

IMG, developers of the project, 


will be required to provide the state 
with information on traffic impact, 
air quality, and drainage. IMG will 
also have to outline how the project 
will meet the standards of wetland 
regulations, options for sewage 
disposal, the impact on the available 
water supply, and aesthetic features 
designed to buffer the project from 
adjacent residences. 

A public comment period will 
follow submission of the report by 
IMG and a review from the state. 

Reportedly, Thomas Bracken of 
Bracken and Baram, the environ- 
mental attorney representing 
approximately 150 neighbors and 
abutters to the property, will be 
submitting a letter to the state's 
Environmental Protection Agency 
covering additional areas he feels 
should be addressed in the report. 
These include effect on water 
quality, impact on birds and 
wildlife on the site, and noise 
pollution.

A gang that tried to take over the 
Massachusetts law enforcement 
establishment has been foiled, and it 
was Officer David McCue of 
‘Wilmington who blew the first 
whistle, 

‘The present scandal surrounding 
several police officials allegedly 
selling and tampering with civil 
«service exams has been years in the 
making. McCue has been following 
«the matter since 1978, 

In the fall of that year, McCue 
‘received a call from a sergeant of 
the Metropolitan Police. McCue 
chad served on that department in 
the early 1970's, and then 
‘transferred to Wilmington. He has 
‘been a patrolman on the Wil- 
‘mington Police Dept. for 13 years. 

Sgt. Francis Thorpe offered 
McCue a copy of the sergeants’ 
civil service exam. McCue reported 
“the offer to then town manager 
Sterling Morris, who in turn 
contacted Town Counsel Alan 
Altman. McCue was put in touch 
with the state attorney general's 
office. 

When he met with Thorpe, 
McCue was wearing a "bug". 
Thorpe was arrested as a result, and 
later pleaded guilty to attempted 
bribery.

"But these office 
hours will provide everyone with 
an additional opportunity to see me 
personally and offer input, ask for 
information, or request assistance 
with a problem regarding state 
government.”

McCue's knowledge of the civil 
service bribery, plus his familiarity 
with the personnel in the Metro- 
politan Police have finally paid off. 
Last week, a grand jury issued 
indictments against ten men, 
accusing them of conspiring to steal 
and sell civil service exams. 

McCue was among the witnesses 
who testified before erand jury

proceedings earlier this summer. 
Thorpe also testified, as did Gerald 
Clemente. Clemente, a former 
MDC police captain, turned state's 
evidence after being convicted of 
participating in the Depositers’ 
Trust robbery in Medford. 

It wasn't until the Depositers' 
Trust case was broken that McCue’s 


information became valuable. 
McCue had known what was going 
‘on, but was not in a position where 
he could act on it. 

Through manipulation of the civil 
service system, the police involved 
in the Depositors’ Trust theft were 
allegedly able to place their men in 
positions where they could protect 
the men involved in breaking into 
the bank. 

The situation has resulted in 
McCue receiving death threats 
Some police viewed him as a 
"traitor" to the brotherhood. He 
also learned that his score had been 
lowered on a civil service exam he 
took. 

McCue at one point served briefly 
as an acting sergeant, about the time 
of the incident with Thorpe. Two 
other men were promoted to 
sergeant at that time. 

More indictments are expected as 
the case unfolds, and legal action is 
possible in other aspects of the case. 
Not only will there be criminal 
prosecutions of those suspected of 
taking part in the scam, but there 
will probably be civil actions as 
officers whose promotions were 
compromised sue for damages or 
another chance at the jobs regulated 
by civil service.

Even when you learn your 
timers are burned out and must be replaced along with 
several other things in the house. 

Even with all that, you have to feel thankful it wasn't 
worse. 

Though my daughters and I are now back at work, my 
husband has yet another week off to enjoy some free time 
around his green pool. Probably in the rain. So what else is 
new?

The old becomes 
the new at WHS

Rooms were an odd mix of the 
old and new, the finished and 
incomplete, 

Old ceilings and scarred floors 
mixed with new shelving and 
spanking fresh coats of paint. 
Newly created rooms outshone 
older classrooms in a suspended 
state of renovation. Two freshly 
installed vaulted skylights in the 
corridor between the new gym and 
cafeteria and the latest. smoke 
alarms, which spin and flash to aid 
the hearing impaired, stand out 
among exposed wires, old fixtures, 
and plastic covered windows. 
Overall, a layer of dust and piled 
construction materials makes you 
wonder if it will ever get done. 

There is, however, an underlying 
sense of urgency as workmen move 
steadily toward their goal of a 
newly renovated Wilmington High 
School by the fall. There is also 
anticipation, excitement, and con- 
fidence that there is, indeed,a light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

All this was in evidence during an 
extended tour of the building on 
Monday night. 

As members of the Permanent 
Building Committee, school de- 
partment, the town manager, and 
others followed architect Wilson 
Rains and Project Manager Paul 
Scheipers through the confusion, it 
was obvious much had been 
accomplished in a few short 
months. 

For instance, where art students 
were once taught in a former 
storage closet, they now will be 
located in airy attached rooms with 
rows of shelves to hold supplies. 
Where music students once 
occupied cramped quarters on the 
first floor, they will now move'to a 
suite of carpeted, soundproofed 
rooms including practice areas, 
storage rooms, and a main room 
with risers for both band and 
chorus. A new concept sees the 
development of five teacher work 
areas scattered throughout the 
building where students can meet 
with instructors during free 
periods. 

There is an open feeling in the 
new metals, electronics, and 
graphic arts shops, located where 
the old gym once stood (and even

retaining part of the old floor), 
thanks to an unusual steel truss 
ceiling. There is a spacious, 
beautifully landscaped cafeteria 
gleaming with a metal kitchen 
service area and a partially finished 
drop ceiling. There is a larger 
library with curved ceilings and 
cement stanchions supporting it all. 

You are told approximately three 
classrooms a day are being painted 
and the 30 year old lockers in 
various stages of disrepair will be 
rehabbed-and-painted- shades of 
deep green, bide and rust.

Survey says Reading 
has lowest light bills 


A recent survey of residential 
electric rates shows the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD) to have the\lowest 
monthly bills for public or private 
Massachusetts utilities over the past 
12 months at 500 KHW level. 

John H. Crooker, chairman of the 
Reading Municipal Light Board 
(RMLB) said, “The average 
residential customer in the Reading 
system consumes approximately 
500 KWH per month. The survey, 
conducted by the Massachusetts 
Municipal Wholesale Electric 
Company shows RMLD ranks 
second and third lowest at the 250 
and 750 KWH levels respectively. 


reduced to 1.75 cents per KWH 
down from 2.5 cents in-July and 
2.75 cents in June. "The lower fuel 
charge is attributed to favorable 
purchases of fossil generation, use 
of natural gas at our Stony Brook 
unit, purchases of nuclear gener- 
ation from New Brunswick and 
Millstone II], and hydro purchases 
from the Niagara River,” added 
Crooker. 

The RMLB announced that the 
residential credit for the purchase 
of hydro electricity from the New 
York Power Authority was set at 
$7.77 for August bills. According 
to RMLD's General Manager 
Norbert D. Rhinerson, “each of 
Reading's customers has 
saved $85.75 during the first year 
of the New York Power Authority 
purchase.”

The writer has a story - not of 
boarding enemy ships, but,of the 
sinking of a Japanese mine, which 
might at this time prove to be of 
interest. 

In December 1945 the Chanute 
Victory, a US Troopship, was sent 
to Japan, to transport U.S. soldiers 
(troops) home to the United States. 
The Chanute embarked 1600 US 
soldiers in Yokohama, in the last 
days of January 1946, and sailed 
for Portland, Oregon. 

The route was chosen to be along 
the 40th parallel of latitude - not 
too far north. It was winter in the 
North Pacific, and winter storms 
can be rather tough. 

The Japanese, during the last 18 
months of the war, had been 
Taunching mines, with which they 
hoped to sink American ships. The 
mines, each with about 600 pounds 
of explosives, would float in the 
water, and if touched by a ship 
would explode, and thus sink the 
ship (or nearly so). 

The idea of the Japanese Navy, in 
launching those mines, is that they 
would float across the Pacific, to 
the coasts of Oregon and Washing- 
ton, and there sink American ships. 
There is a current in the Pacific 
(the Kuro Shiro) which is very 
similar to the Gulf Stream in the 
Atlantic, and it was on that current 
that the Japanese were counting.

The firing started at about 6 a.m.

Within 30 seconds 1,600 US 
soldiers were on deck, to see what 
was going on, If;there were any 
guns to be fired they wanted to 
know what. 

None of them were dressed. In 
fact many were completely without 
clothing. But they all saw the 
machine gun bullets hit that mine, 
and the mine sink slowly below the 
waves of the Pacific. It was quite a 
sight, the soldiers, not the mine. 

The mine did not blow up. That 
couldn't happen unless one of the 
detonators, made for ships to 
strike, was hit, And, with only 
machine gun bullets no detonators 
were struck. 

And then the soldiers went below 
decks again, and got dressed. 


Conservative survey results 


For political purposes Tewksbury and Wilmington are 
considered to be Democratic communities. Democrats are to 
be described, in Massachusetts as "liberals," people with a free 
spending attitude and a penchant for "underdog" legislation. 

Last week State Rep. Miceli published the results of his latest 
survey among the voters of Tewksbury and Wilmington. The 
survey had been made among persons who were present at 
town meetings. 

The results were surprising. There was no "liberal" outlook. 
The voters can almost be described as being hardshell 
conservatives. 

Eighty-eight percent were in favor of a cap on state 
spending. This, in towns that Miceli represents, and for which 
he has obtained a lot of state funds. Tewksbury, a town with 
limited finances, has found these funds to be very helpful. 

Also to be noted is that 73 percent wete in favor of capital 
punishment, 71 percent wanted stricter drunk driving laws, 
and 69 percent voted against casino gambling in Massachu- 
setts. 

That is a conservative outlook. 

One can also remark that 77 percent were in favor of 
changes in the medical malpractice laws and that 52 percent 
were not in favor of the seat belt laws, 

There are many persons who do not attend town meetings, 
particularly in Tewksbury. To have a five percent turnout in 
that town is pretty good, in town meeting.

Atypical day begins with an early 
,moming jog. Then he will spend 
‘about an hour with one of his 


office, or out in the field getting a 
handle on Wilmington's needs. 

Though the day is over for most 
inhabitants of town hall at 4:30 
p.m., his may continue to 6 p.m. to 
allow him to return a number of 
phone calls. After a supper break, 
he is back in the environs of the 
now familiar round building where 
he sits in on board meetings, 
sometimes until midnight, jotting 
down notes, offering observations, 
and recalling necessary facts and 
figures. 

Being Wilmington’s town mana- 
ger is no easy task. Reginald (Buzz) 
Stapezynski carries it off with style. 

Town manager for the past five 
years, Buzz is no stranger to 
government. In a recent interview 
in his airy, accessible office, Buzz 
tells of his childhood in Clawson, 
Michigan, a small town similar to 
Wilmington in size and spirit. 
There, both his parents as well as 
many of his family's friends are 
involved in local government, 
serving on such boards as the 
historical commission and library 
board, 

Much of his growing up years 
were spent in parochial schools 
followed by a four year stint at 
Catholic University of America in 
Washington D.C. and two years at 
the University of Kansas. He 
graduated from the former with a 
BA in political science and from the 
latter with his Masters of Public 
Administration (MPA), It wis 
while he was in Washington in the 
1960's, during some "very active 
and turbulent years," that Buzz

A 'big name' job?

On this particular aftemoon, we 
touch on the beginnings of Wil- 
mington’s town manager form of 
government. Buzz tells how 
Originally three selectmen ran the 
whole town, an easier feat then than 
now because of the town’s smaller 
population, In the late 1940's there 
was “a groundswell movement” to 
reform the government leading to 
the present type of leadership. 

“The town leaders had a sense of 
vision when they saw development 
spreading north and decided to 
leave the government to the pro- 
fessionals,” Buzz explains, adding 
that Wilmington’s government has 
“withstood the test of time.” 

he town is a $30 million cor- 
poration,” he continues, spelling 
out the need for professional 
management 

Most of his day to day decisions as 
town manager are governed by the 
budget, which Buzz refers to as 
“the goal setting document I live 
with the entire year.” And he 
modestly gives much of the credit 
for Wilmington's "very good name 
all over the state” to his board of 
selectmen, which is responsible for 
re-appointing him every three 
years. Present board members 
seem to follow the dictates of such 
former selectmen as Aldo Caira, 
Jim Banda and John Imbimbo, says 
Buzz, who always felt that "we can 
disagree, but not be disagreeable.” 
Wilmington’s selectmen, past and 
present, take a team approach to 
problem solving, adds Buzz, which 
makes his job easier than it would 
otherwise be. 

The advantages of his job are 
many. With a thoughtful smile, 
Buzz enumerates on the interesting 
people he meets and works with, 
the variety of tasks he is asked to 
perform, and overcoming the chal- 
lenges and problems that con- 
tinually crop up. 

Perhaps the job's biggest draw- 
back is the accessibility and the fact

that he's only a telephone call away. 

"I know I have to be accessible 
but that's difficult to find two, or 
three hours to focus on a project,” 
he says apologetically, quickly 
adding that being responsible to 
town citizens is important and part 
of his “self-imposed style.” 

“Right now, I'm in the process of 
trying to get a handle on my time 
and that's a constant battle,” he 
explains. 

Time, or the lack of it, makes it 
difficult for Buzz to pursue outside 
interests or spend much time with 
his new wife, Sandy. Though Sandy 
herself is involved with govern- 
ment work in her capacity as a 
municipal personnel consultant 
with the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, she and Buzz occa- 
sionally squeeze in some time to 
take walks or bike rides together. 
Or they can often be found 
weekends scouring shops in Maine 
‘or New Hampshire for furnishings 
for their Glendale Circle home. 

“I'm able, in most cases, to shut 
things off once I get home," says 
Buzz. Perhaps when he can't, his 
avocation for running helps him 
not only keep "fit and tim,” but 
also relieves the stress of his 
demanding job. He spends at least 
an hour in the early mornings 
running along Wimington’s streets. 
This can be traced back to his high 
school and college days when he 
ran competitively and “fell into a 
sport for life. 

Other forms of relaxation for this 
self-proclaimed “low key" man are 
perusals of magazines and local 
papers and “interaction” with 
fellow rotarians at local Rotary 
Club meetings. 

He admits to having “high 
standards” which demand a lot, not 
only from himself, but from those 
who work for him. He laughs when 
asked if he takes those standards 
home with him. "Yes, I have no 
persona I rip off when I get home.” 

Our conversation shifts to 
Wilmington once again. We talk, 
for instance, of priorities.

Buzz 
points to the near completion of the 
high school renovation and an 
upcoming water treatment plant for 
North Wilmington which will pro- 
vide "some glimmer of hope” in 
improving the town's water 
quality. 

"L see an attitude that is very 
positive on the part of the towns- 
people,” says Buzz, explaining this 
is one of the biggest changes he's 
noticed since taking over as town 
manager. He cites the enthusiasm of 
an Affordable Housing Task Force 
for instance, something that wasn't 
in evidence five years ago when the 
town was divided on another 
hodsing issue.

Though a lot is up in the air, 
Wilmington's future will most 
likely reflect much of this positive 
attitude. 

In the future, Buzz expects 
Wilmington will resolve some of its 
traffic problems, particularly 
through work on the Route 93+129 
and Route"93-125 intersections and 
partially through a new town center 
“five years” down the road which 
he views as “a win-win situation for 
everybody. 

He expects to see expanded 
opportunities for children as a new 
ice arena is built and new activities 
are added to the Recreation Depart- 
ment schedule and through the 
schools. He sees some "good phy: 
sical development" going on and 
some "positive things happening on 
a number of fronts.” 

As an-afterthought, Buzz adds 
that "Wilmington suffers from 
normal suburban problems but it 
has the ability to address those 
problems and come up with some 
solutions. We have people, 
resources, and enthusiasm.” He 
forgets one necessary ingredient: a 
dedicated town manger who is not 
afraid to listen nor take action when 
the need arises.

No one is sure where tax shelters 
will be when tax reform is in full 
effect, but the consensus is that the 
limited partnerships that borrow 
heavily to create substantial 
write-offs -- especially in real 
estate -- will be hard hit. Although 
first - and even second-home 
mortgage interest would continue 
to be deductible, other interest 

deductions would be limited. 

Most frightening to investors 
about tax reform proposals was the 
possibility of retroactive changes 
that would take away benefits they 
thought were locked in when they 
put money into deals a year or two 
ago. 

In addition, lowering tax brackets 
overall will limit the value of ANY 
deductions. Taxpayers in the 50 
percent bracket were sharing 
deductible interest costs half and 
half with Uncle Sam last year; 
under lower tax brackets they 
could, in theory, be paying 75 
percent -- or more -- themselves. 

As always, look hard at any tax 
shelter offered to you. The best bets 
are those which do not bank heavily 
on interest write-offs except to 
balance current profits.

Fishing used to be easy. It isn't 


anymore, sad to say. 

Back when I discovered fishing, 
which I think was shortly before I 
learned to speak, all I needed was a 
hook and a bobber and I was all set, 

A chewed-up chunk of worm 
would last for hours as I happily 
dispatched kibbie after kibbie, 

‘Then came that terrible day when 
I lost my first hook. Horrors! I 
thought my fishing days were over, 
Such grief for one so young ... 

An agonizing hour later, some 
beknighted grown-up gave me a 
card of snelled hooks and I was 
back in business, 

‘That's when a peculiar problem 
began, and it continues to this day. 

Where should I put these extra 
‘hooks? Even I wasn't dumb enough 
‘to keep them in my pocket, no 
dummy this kid, so they shared the 
worm can until I could think of an 
alternative, 

The very next day I borrowed 
two bucks from dear Dad and 
bought myself a cheapo plastic 
tackle box. It was one the five 
biggest mistakes I've ever made. 
(Sorry, you'll have to guess at the 
other four.) 

The box had a plastic shelf inside, 
a ruler printed on top and a latch 
that rarely worked. But the card of 
hooks looked so lonely, lying there 
in the bottom of an empty box. 
Gee, time to buy more stuff. 

Little did I know that collecting 
fishing tackle was an addiction. 
First came extra bobbers, and that 
marvelous invention -- the sinker. 

Fishing was no longer a simple 
jaunt with a beat-up Zebco. The 
tackle box was de rigeur for even 
the simplest stroll to the local 
puddle. So too was picking up the 
hooks, sinkers and rolling bobbers 
when the latch cut loose and 
dumped out my prizes -- usually 
when I was crossing the street. 
(Bobbers make a disgusting crunch 
under the wheels of trucks, by the 
way.) 

But that was only the beginning. 
A quick flip through a copy of 
Outdoor Life introduced me to the 
wonders of the day -- things like 
spoons and spinners and plugs. | 
had to have them all, of course, and 
in all of the possible colors. How 
could I even hope to catch anything 
without a full arsenal of gear? 
Let's be serious here! 

Soon my little plastic box was a 
mass of intertwined hooks, leaders 
and outrageous-looking things that 
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and a latch that rarely worked. 
Now there was plenty of room for 
corroded jars of pork rind, tubes of 
useless reel grease and extra license 
holders. 

Really now -- who ever greases a 
reel in the field? Not me, but the 
tube is sitting in my tackle box to 
this day. 

All these years later, older and 
wiser though I'm expected to be, 
nothing has change except the 
tackle box. ‘The latest one is the size 
of a small steamer trunk, with 
THREE shelves, a ruler on top and 
a latch that rarely works. 

And the lures have become more 
ridiculous as time goes by. Some of 
them, like the rubber leech, have 
never been touched water, except 
when it rained on the open box. 
Others are walting for the right 
moment. 

Like the artificial mouse. Some 
night soon I'm bound to find a 
school of bass feeding heavily on 
mice. Or that half-ounce wiggling 
jig head that looks so realistic. 
Some day I'll figure out what it 
looks like, then hope to find the 
bass feeding on them, whatever 
they are, 

But I've managed to put the 
brakes on my lure-buying, to some 
extent, I just couldn't bring myself 
to buy the “fluttering bird” lure, no 
matter how easily I could imagine 
giant pike picking ducklings off the 
surface, See, I'm getting better! 

The tackle box is still the same, 
though. There just isn't enough 
room for the can opener, stringer, 
bug spray, spare reel parts, hook 
puller, filleting knife and catfish 
cheese bait. 

Hmmm. Guess I need a bigger 
box. This time maybe I'll get one 
with FIVE shelves, and a ruler on 
top ...

To keep you 
busy till he returns, he has left 
behind another edition of those 
offbeat tidbits on American his- 


tory: 

Yes, Ethel, there was a time 
when women were considered 
dumber than men. According to 
John S. Haller and Robin M. 
Haller, authors of “The Physi- 
cian and Sexuality in Victorian 
America,”” many nineteenth 
century doctors believed women 
had less capacity to learn than 
men, and by keeping them dumb 
they were more likely to remain 
healthy, 

In 1892 the Medical Record 
published a study which pur- 
ported to demonstrate validity 
behind this belief held by so 
many physicians.

According 
to the Hallers, some doctors ac- 
tually believed that women, if 
they continued to strain their 
brains, would eventually devel- 
op many of the ailments that 
were generally considered to be 
associated with being a male, 
such as paralysis, insanity, 
alcoholism and crime 
Feminists would have had a 
field day back then. 

ACCORDING TO Janet Halli- 
day Ervin, author of “The White 
House Cookbook,”’ there used to 
be a list of ridiculous rules that 
White House guests had to 
follow.

Twenty-six youngsters spent a 
week's marine science field ex- 
perience on the shores of Nor- 
thern Maine’s Cobscook Bay as 
part of a joint offering by Suffolk 
University and Boston's 
Museum of Science July 6-12. 

The participants, 13 to 16 
years of age, came from 
throughout New England and 
included residents of Chapel 
Hill, North Carolina and 
Roswell, Georgia. 

The program was presented 
at Suffolk University’s R.S. 
Friedman Field Station in Ed- 
munds, Maine directly on 
Cobscook Bay, the southern- 
most inlet of the Bay of Fundy. 
Suffolk has maintained the fa- 
cility for marine biology pro- 
grams for nearly 20 years. 


The setting is known for its 
dramatic tidal fluctuations of 
more than 20 feet, greatest in 
the continental United States, as 
well as abundant wildlife. Bald 
eagles, osprey, seals and whales 
dwell alongside a rich assort- 
ment of marine invertebrates, 
fish and plants, a virtual 
treasure haven for marine 
biologists and science students. 

Week's activities included 
marine and woodland field trips, 
discussion sessions and field and 
lab hands-on-activities to in- 
troduce students to marine 
studies. Carl Merrill, coor- 
dinator of the Suffolk field sta- 
tion, and Paul Fontaine and 
Kathleen Casey of the Museum 
of Science’s marine science 
program directed the activities.

While past summer outings 
may have made Walt Disney 
roll over in his grave, this sultry 
season the Disney studio is on a 
roll. First, The Great Mouse 
Detective introduced kids to the 
kind of colorful, coordinated 
animation that their parents 

up on and now the studio 
come out with Flight of the 
Navigator, a magical movie 
about space travel, time travel 
and intergalactic friendships. 

Twelve-year-old David 
Freeman (Joey Cramer) is a 
typical pre-teen in looks, at- 
titude and intelligence. What 
makes him unusual is that he's 
disappeared from his home in 
Florida for eight years, and he’s 
done so without aging. The 
unraveling of this phenomenon 
is done not through 
backtracking, but through the 
Ongoing discoveries of a young 
boy. Director Randal Kleiser 
treats us to a story filled with 
the wonderment of a child, as it 
is seen through a child’s eyes. 

Aside from the overall aura of 
delight and happiness exuded 
from this flick, Kleiser 
managed to round out the story 
so that there are no one- 
dimensional characters 
Howard Hesseman is the NASA 
heavy, but even he’s motivated 
through fear and disbelief, not 
just the usual avarice with 
which scientists are so often 
displayed. Hesseman also has a 
hard-boiled sense of humor that 
gives further depth to his 
character. 

Of course, this film would fall 
flat if it weren't for the skill of 
young Cramer. He lacks the 
shiney, monotone delivery so 
common in pre-pubescent boys, 
and is instead a believable, 
sassy kid with a real gleam in 
his eye. 

‘The alien gleams also, but his 
is more of an external shine. 
Credit is given to a fellow by the 
name of Paul Mall, but this 
intelligent life force sounds 
amazingly, almost suspiciously, 
like comedian Pee Wee Her- 
man. 

While this is technically a 
“family picture,” adults should 
not be shy about seeing it, as 
Navigator has everything a 
summer flick needs: adventure, 
action, humor, bouncy tunes 
and a mean silver machine to 
cruise in.
